No officer or foldicr directed to appear 
and mufter by the ‘ Law for the permanent 
eftablifhment of the Militia of the Miffifippi. 
Territory,’ {hall be liable to betakenorarrefted 
in any civil action or procefs whatever, on the 
day fuch perfon or perfons is, or are directed 
foappear: or in any reafonable time, eitherin 
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going to, continuing. at, or returning from 
the place appointed, to mufter, or appear , 
but every fuch arreft ig hereby declared to 
be void, And no non-commifflioned officer. 
or private fhall be deprived of the arms, 
and accoutrements required by the. Militia 
Law, by execution ifluing on an action of 
debt, or any civil. procefs whatfoever. 

And every. perfon required: by the faid 
Law, to attend mufters, and reviews, going . 
to, or retugning from the fame, fhalt be fuf- 
fered to pafs over any Ferry without delay, - 
free from any charge whatfoever; and ifany .

WHEREAS: the laws prohibiting trade 
with Indians and Slaves under certain cone 
ditions therein preferibed, have proved ina- 
dequate to that purpofe, and it appears that 
frauds are perpetrated and much public in- 
jury funtained from the licence that flaves 
from time to time receive to traffic in 
cotton. | 


It is enacted, that if any slave or slaves bẹ

having cognizance thereof in this Territory; |
